APPROACHES TO THE STUDY AND APPRECIATION OF OLD MASTER DRAWINGS 
Alan Shestack, Director, Yale University Art Gallery 

Alan Shestack was curator of graphic art at the National Gallery in 
Washington from 1965 to 1968, when he became curator of prints and 
drawings at the Yale University Art Gallery. He has been director 
of the Yale Gallery and adjunct professor of the history of art at 
Yale since 1971. A noted scholar of old master drawings, he dis- 
cusses critical approaches to drawings, focusing on the rapid im- 
promptu sketch. 
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
